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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
1 . The reply filed on 5/10/05 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of 
the following omission(s) or matter(s), See 37 CFR 1.111: Claim 1 is cancelled and claims 2 and 
3 are newly presented. Newly submitted claims 2 and 3 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
Claim 1 was directed to an image processor comprising: an image processing unit 
outputting a drawing command; a memory storing image data in a plurality of block of 
pixel data; and a single pixel data processing accessing the memory based on the drawing 
command, reads one of the blocks and executes a drawing processing, wherein the single 
pixel data processing unit performs the drawing processing successively of the pixels 
within one block and continues onto pixels in adjacent blocks until the drawing 
processing has been successively completed on pixels in each of the blocks. 
Claims 2 and 3 are directed to a graphics drawing device, comprising: a data storage unit 
storing two dimensional pixel groups; a data extracting unit extracting designated 
graphics data from the data storage unit corresponding to a plurality of polygon graphics; 
a graphics data producing unit producing graphics data if the drawling of a pixel has not 
been completed; a drawing unit drawing the graphics data; a graphics list storage unit 
storing a graphics list of polygon graphics each having different depths; a sorting unit 
sorting the graphics list according to the depth information; wherein the data extracting 
unit extracting designated graphics data based on the graphics sorted by the sorting unit; a 
region judgment unit judging whether or not the drawing regions of polygons belonging 
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to the graphics sorted by the sorting unit are contained in a drawing region of a polygon 
belonging to graphics having a higher order of sorting; a deleting unit deleting the 
graphics judged as being contained in such a drawing region from the graphics list; 
wherein said graphics data producing unit producing graphics data relating to the drawing 
regions of polygons not contained in such a drawing region; a rectangle providing unit 
respectively providing circumscribed rectangles for graphics belonging to the sorted 
graphics and inscribed rectangles for graphics of the groups, while correlating both 
circumscribed and un-circumscribed rectangles to the drawing regions, wherein the 
region judgment unit judges whether or not a circumscribed rectangle is hidden by an 
inscribed rectangle having a higher order of sorting, and wherein the drawing unit 
accesses the data storage unit to draw graphics data corresponding to rectangles not 
hidden by other rectangles and does not access the data storage unit to draw graphics data 
corresponding to rectangles hidden by other rectangles. 

2. Therefore claim 1 is directed to performing drawing processing for pixels within a block 
unit of pixels in a successive manner, while claims 2 and 3 are directed to sorting graphics based 
on depths and drawing only those graphics that are not hidden. Therefore the invention of claims 
2 and 3 are distinct from the invention originally claimed in claim 1 . 

3. Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 2 and 3 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed 
to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03.
